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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 13 and 14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It cannot be determined what is required by " a distance ...corresponding to said 
distance", and " a height corresponding to a distance". 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 


2. Claims 1-9 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Rosenberg (Pub. US. 2002/0130126). Rosenberg discloses, in figs. 3 and 4, a 
combination comprising a receptacle 20, a cover 12, a special receptacle cap 14 
comprising a first receptacle cap and a second receptacle cap substantially as claimed. 
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3. Claims 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Rosenberg (Pub. US. 
2002/0130126). 

To the degree it can be argued that the "corresponding" is meant equal or the 
same; therefore, Rosenberg does not disclose the distance of each receptacle 
cap from a divider wall to an opening being the same to the height of a 
receptacle neck. It would have been an obvious matter of choice to make the 
distance of each receptacle cap from a divider wall to an opening being the same 
to the height of a receptacle neck in the invention of Rosenberg for a desired 
storage, since such a modification would have involve a mere change in the size 
of component. A change in size is generally recognized as being within the level 
of ordinary skill in the art. In re rose, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Rosenberg. It would have obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to use the 
invention of Rosenberg to store the composition as claimed.
